Teachers Get 
New Schedule 


The School Committee has 
established a new salary sche- 
dule for teachers, ranging from a 
minimum of $4,200 to $6,000. 

Nine $200 increments will be 
automatically given, between 
minimum and maximum. 

In addition, the Committee has 
voted to extend the merit program 
for those teachers who have been 
in the system for at least five 
years. Supt. Edward I. Erickson 
reported there are 47 teachers 
eligible for the $500 merit in- 
crease — and there are some who 
were eligible last year who did 
not apply for it then. 

The Committee, meeting until 
1 a.m. Wednesday, also voted to 
establish administrative salary 
ranges; set pays for directors of 
physical education, guidance and 
music; and established a policy 
on sick leave.

In the report, significant sta- 
tistics were presented to the 
School Committee relating to the 
questionnaires returned by 292 of 
the 650 persons who attended. 

Ninety-two percent of the re- 
turned comment sheets expressed 
a desire for a repetition of the 
conference — while 56.9 percent 
rated the conference as excellent, 
32.5 percent as good, 6.8 percent 
said it was fair, and .4 percent 
recorded their impression that it 
was poor and very poor. 

Dr. Gainey noted that more than 
three out of every four question- 
naires indicated the writer wanted 
the entire program repeated — but 
he warned that this probably would 
not have been true if those attend- 
ing had further time for more 
critical thought. He suggested, 
rather, that the answers would 
have been more specific in terms 
of areas of discussion that might 
be followed up. 

In* the report, 
that curriculum, teachers 
students were the three 
areas suggested for further deve- 
lopment in future conferences. 

The curriculum category ranged 
from mention of specific subjects 
to broad questions relating to

Dr. Gainey told the Committee 
that ‘‘the major strength of the 
conference as perceived by those 
attending can be summarized with 
the phrase: ‘That the conference 
was held’’’. 

“Beyond this point’’, he con- 
tinued, ‘‘there was strong satis- 
faction expressed with regards the 
choice of panel topics and with 
the fact that panel members were 
representative of the length and 
breadth of the school system. 
Major criticism, focused on ques- 
tions relating to the amount of 
time provided, the utilization of 
time within specific panels, 
the conduciveness of the setting 
for discussion purposes. 
which stands out with real clarity, 
however, is that people appre- 
ciated the opportunity to talk about 
their schools. Further evidence of 
this point is seen in the reaction 
of attendees, who observed that 
they would like such a program 
repeated.’’

Protecting the Statue of Liberty

falling apart because corrosive at- 
tack had weakened the rivets hold- 
ing the Statue’s huge metal plates 
together. It was saved by using 
65,000 Monel nickel-copper alloy 
screws which pulled the plates up 
tight, and after more than 20 years 
these strong screws show little sign 
of corrosion.

One School Site 
Agreed Upon 


A school site in the Lovejoy 
rd. area will definitely be needed — 


Salem 


3-10-17 


and should be purchased imme- 
diately — according to a vote of 
the School Committee Tuesday 
night. 

The Board will ask the Land 
Acquisition Committee to take 


immediate steps in that direction, 
with special attention to a 28-acre 


site that once before was con- 
sidered by a former land com- 
mittee. The vote specified that 


the school site should be no less 
than 15 acres, but might be more. 

In conference with the Planning 
Board, the Committee also dis- 
‘cussed other possible sites in the 
town. 

But after an hour’s talk, it was 
agreed that no one really knows 
where the next concentration of 
growth will be — although it was 
readily apparent to most of those 
present that there will be some. 

School Committeeman William 
A. Doherty suggested the acquisi- 
tion of several sites —.in the old 
Osgood, Bailey, Abbot and North 
Districts. If some were not needed 
later, he stressed, the town will 
have lost nothing because the 
land certainly could be sold fora 
higher price than might be paid 
for it today. 


Master Plan 

Members of the Planning Board 
said they can not predict where 
the next ‘‘population explosion’’ 
will take place in the community. 
And member Harold King said the 
Board plans to take another look 
at the Master Plan next year. 
This, he explained, could give all 
interested boards a fresh approach 
to their problems, because some 
areas would be studied that were 
not included before. 

According to Planning Board 
Secretary Virginia Hammond, the 
Master Plan agrees essentially 
with the decision of the School 
Board to seek a site near Lovejoy 
rd. 

According to 
in that plan, the 
westem part of 
town-owned land in the northeast 
section, should be ample until 
1980. The town already owns a 
piece of land in the southern part 
of town. 

The plan predicts an elementary 
school population of 3,240 in that 
year. 

Mrs. Hammond commented, how- 
ever, that she believes the town 
is running somewhat ahead of the 


recommendations 
site in the south 
town, plus the 


predictions already. There was 
general agreement that this pro- 
bably is true — another good rea- 
son to be certain that land is 
available when needed.

Should the town spend more 
money each year for improve- 
ments, or hold the tax rate down? 

That was a basic question 
posed at Monday’s Selectmen’s 
meeting, during consideration of 
the estimated 1960 budget. 

Chairman Eugene A. Bernardin 
Jr. tossed the question into the 
meeting, commenting that some 
present problems have perhaps 
been created by trying too hard to 
keep the rate down instead of 
paying for some improvements | 
every year. 

In general, the discussion 
centered around establishing a 
sort of ‘‘capital expenditures 
fund’’, from which money could 
be sepnt each year on projects 
which, if allowed to wait, might 
cost far more in future years. 

There was no decision to reach 
— members merely expressed ideas 
and decided to discuss the sub- 
ject further during consideration 
of the budget over the next few 
weeks. 

But generally, the suggestion 
was to have a fund from which 
money could be spent, with 
proper controls, to accomplish 
desirable improvements when 
they can be done for the least 
expense. 

Proponents of this idea acknow- 
ledged that it would result in 
higher taxes each year — but they | 
argued that this would be better |
